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Departments Meet Diverse Needs 



There are many different departments in 
the high school, three of which are the im- 
portant special education, social studies, 
and foreign language departments. 

Mr. Alber, new to Goshen High School, 
and head of the special education depart- 
ment, when asked what the purpose of the 
department was, stated, "My responsibility 
is to attempt to help make functional adults 
out of these special students so they can still 
contribute to society." He feels very strong- 
ly about the opportunities given to the spe- 
cial ed. students and feels that it is of utmost 
importance for them to get a good educa- 
tion. When asked of changes he forsees, he 
commented, "I would like to see a much 
broader range of classes offered to my stu- 
dents." He admitted that it would take time 
to set up such a program but he was anxious 
to get started. 

A highlight for some students during the 
year was the Special Olympics. Michelle 
Johns was one whose year was brightened 
this way. She competed in sectional and 
regional events and received many medals 
and ribbons during her competitions. Mr. 



Alber stated, "Although everyone is a win- 
ner in these Olympics, it gives the competi- 
tors a sense of motivation and well being." 

Social studies is one of the biggest depart- 
ments at G.H.S. Offered within the depart- 
ment are history, civics, psychology, soci- 
ology, economics, Values and Issues and the 
practical courses. 

Head of Social Studies, Dick Harley 
commented on the year by saying, "By and 
large, the 1979-80 school year went pretty 
well as far as the social studies department 
was concerned. Nothing earth-shakingly 
different took place, but by the same token, 
nothing drastically wrong took place ei- 
ther." 

Two events of note happened, however. 
One was the heart attack of Mr. E. Burdette 
Hoke, civics teacher of over 20 years. Stu- 
dents and staff alike felt his absence during 
the last six weeks of school while he was 
recouperating. The second event was the 
discussion and implementation of a project- 
ed marriage course that was to be offered in 
1981-1982 on a team-teaching basis. 

"The major changes have been part of the 



school's remodeling," says Mr. Robert Fan- 
cil, head of Foreign Language department. 
"Larger classrooms, adequate storage, and 
in the French classroom there is an 'audio' 
table wired so that several students with 
headsets can listen to a tape simulta- 
neously. Also, a films trip viewer with a 
large screen and a cassette player have been 
added. It makes work much easier for those 
on independent study. In the coming year 
French 4 students, unlike the recent past, 
will follow studies strictly on their level. 
They will no longer be with the third year 
students. The adition of the ninth grade 
students from Whiteman will not affect us 
since they've always been with the senior 
high students. The increased enrollment in 
1981 with the addition of the Towncrest 
students may require some re-structuring of 
classes and staff. It has been a very good 
year with the projected growth of enroll- 
ment in foreign languages; and there's a 
great deal of satisfaction in the success of 
many of the students in learning French and 
Spanish at Goshen High School."
